Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  received  tbs 
Mm  at  doctor  ol  medicine  In  1&3«. 
being  then  S7  years  old.  and  is  that 
year  he  also  published  his  flat  volume 
of  poema.  Nothing  at  Dr.  Holrnea’  haa 

amor*  popular  than  "The  Laat 
,“  contained  in  thla  early  colleen 
Boo,  aod  none  haa  more  richly  deeerved 
to  please  by  ita  rhythmic  beauty  And  by 
its  exquisite  blending  of  humor  and 
pathos  so  sympathetically  intertwined 
that  we  feel  the  lonely  aadneaa  of  the 
old  man  even  while  we  are  smiling  ad 
the  quoin  times  so  feelingly  portrayed. 

Dr.  Holme#  was  like  Bryant,  who 
composed  “Thsnotoprts’’  aud  the 
“Lines  to  a  Waterfowl"  long  before  he 
waa  20,  iq  that  be  early  attained  fall 
development  as  a  poet.  Although  each 
of  them  wrote  maay  verses  in  later  life, 
nothing  of  theirs  excelled  these  poems 
of  their  youth.  In  their  maturity  they 
did  not  lose  power,  but  neither  did  they 
deepen  nor  broaden,  and  "Thanatopata 
on  tbe  one  side  and  "The  Last  Leaf  "  oo 
the  other  are  as  strung  and  characteris¬ 
tic  as  anything  either  poet  was  ever  to 
write  throughout  a  long  life.  What  Bry¬ 
ant  waa,  what  Holmes  was,  in  this,  his 
first  volume  of  poems,  each  was  to  the 
end  of  his  career . 

To  neither  of  them  was  literature  a 
livelibod  Bryaut  was  first  a  lawysr 
and  then  a  Journalist.  Holmes  waa 
first  a  practicing  physician  aud  then  a 
teacher  *of  medicine  He  won  three 
prises  for  dissertation*  span  medical 
themes,  and  three  essay*  were  published 
together  iu  1WH.  In  1838  be  waa  ap 
po luted  professor  at  anatomy  and  phys¬ 
iology  at  Dartmobth,  and  the  next  year 
he  married  Miss  Amelia  Leo  Jackson. 
Shortly  afterward  he  resigned  tbe  post 
tlon  at  Dartmouth  aud  resumed  practice 
lu  Boston.  He  worked  hard  in  his  pro¬ 
fession  and  contributed  frooly  to  Its  lit 
erature.  aud  -in  1847  be  went  beck  to 
Harvard,  having  been  appointed  pro¬ 
fessor  of  anatomy  and  physiology,  s 
position  which  he  was  to  hold  with 
great  dlstinctiofi  for  86 
Nicholas.
